SUPREME  COUNCIL 

MEETING  DELAYED 


OTTAWA.  May  19.— "The  GoYemment,”  tj^larcd  Hon.  W.  L. 
Mackenzie  King,  leader  of  the  Opposition,  in  the  House  today,  "is 
not  a free  agent  in  the  matter  of  either  intention  or  action.  Its  mem- 
bers do  not  constitute  the  real  Government  of  Canada  today.  In 
word  and  acf,  it  is  but  the  visible  expression  of  influences  and  forces 
which  dictate  the  policies,  and  in  large  measure  are  controlling  the 
destinies,  of  Canada  today." 

Mr.  King's  speech  came  on  the  final  day  of  a ten-day  debate  on 
the  1>udget ; and  the  citation  is  typical  of  the  burden  of  his  charge. 
Applauded  by  his  followers  as  he  rose,  Mr.  King  claimed  that  failure 
to  revise  the  tariff  was  not  due  to  emergency  legislation  at  Wash- 
ington. There  were  more  subtle  influences  at  work.  It  was  due  to 
a deliberate  effort  to  thwart  trade  and  restrict  competition  that  a 
few  wealthy  men  and  their  immediate  friends  and  associates  might 
reap  still  larger  iortunea  through  obtaining  a monopoly  of  the 
Canadian  market.  Why,  Mr.  King  pressed,  had  the  policy  of  pro- 
moting, increased  trade  within  the  Empire  been  erased  from  the 
Governnient  park's  platfoi^?  It  was  due  to  the  dictation  of  the 
few  wealthy  men  whose  powerful  interests  were  alone  responsible 
for  the  Prime  Minister  being  where  he  was  today.

WARSAW,  May  19. — Premier  Witos,  speaking  In  the  diet  today, 
declared  the  speeches  of  Premier  Lloyd  George  on  Silesia  had  caused 
the  Polish  people  much  sorrow.  He  displayed  G^man  textbooks 
to^  refute  the  statement  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George  that  the  population  of 
Upper  Silesia  was  German,  declaring  they  admitted  the  population 
to  be  of  Polish  race  and  language. 

He  said  Poland  would  respect  the  treaty  of  Versailles,  but  asked 
that  the  pari  of  Upper  Silesia  bordering  on  Poland  be  joined  to  her, 
in  accordance  with  the  desire  of  the  people  there.  By  revolting,  he 
declared,  Poles  of  Upper  Silesia  did  not  intend  to  face  the  Allies  with 
an  accomplished  fact,  but  i^ere  prompted  by  despair  and  the  fear  of 
being  put  under  German  domination  in  opposition  to  their  will. 

PARIS,  May  19. — Great  Britain  has  formally  proposed  to  the 
French  Government  an  early  meeting  of  the  Allied  Supreme  Council, 
to  which  an  American  representative  would  be  invited,  it  was  an-

MONTREAL.  May  16.—A  struggle 
for  supremacy  haa  been  begun  be- 
tween tbe  Quebec  Government  Liquor 
Commission,  empowered  by  act  of  tbe 
Legislature  late  Jaat  eeaslon  to  Uk* 
over  the  Importing,  wholesaling  and 
retailing  of  splrltous  and  other  al- 
oohollc  liquors  In  the  proitnc*  of 
Quebec,  and  th*  big  British  distillers. 
The  dlstlllsrs  object  to  selling  direct 
to  th*  commlaalon,  and  Insist  that  all 
buying  must  take  place  through  their 
accredited  agenu  In  Quebee  City  or 
Montreal.  This  the  oommlasion 
declined  to  do. 

The  agedts  have  moved  all  their 
stocks  to  St,  John,  so  that  th*  cem- 
mlaalon  cannot  oonHscat*  thvm  nader 
powers  grnntsd  by  tbp  Leglslaturw. 
Th*  oommlsslea  has  n«w  placed  a 
noUc*  In  all  th*  reull  Uquor  stores 
her*  that,  owing  to  shortage  of  sup- 
plies, eertain  brands  of  whisky  are 
liable  to  be  unobtainable  In  the  fu- 
ture. The  notice  promises  that  other 
brands  Just  as  good  will  be  available. 

It  Is  believed  that  the  distillers 
have  long  prepared  for  the  fight.  A 
writ  of  Injunction  restraining  the  gov- 
ernment commlsalon  from  dealing  in 
liquor  wholesale  waa  applied  for  three 
months  ago  on  behalf  of  th*  British 
agents.  It  has  not  yet  been  argued.

Laymen’s  Association  of  Meth-

At  ths  session  yesterday  forenoon 
of  the  Methodist  Laymen's  Associa- 
tion, In  connection  with  the  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Church  In 
Brltleh  Columbia,  attention  was  called 
to  the  statement  by  the  Hon.  J.  W.

adopted  by  th*  aaeoclatlon: 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  on  April 
16  last  there  was  published  In  The 
VletorU  Colonist,  on  page  4,  an  In- 
terview In  which  the  chairman  of  th* 
Liquor  Control  Board  la  credited, 
among  other  statements,  with  saying, 
after  a meeting  of  the  board:  *No  de- 
cision has  yet  been  reached  as  to  tha 
number  of  stores  to  be  opened  In 
Victoria,  or  their  location,  but  Mr. 
Johnston  said  yesterday  that  ulti- 
mately he  considered  three  stores 
would  be  opened  here  and  one  of 
these  would  be  in  Chinatown,  the 
denlxens  of  which  are  entitled  under 
the  act  to  secura  liquor  as  well  as  the 
whitaa  In  Vancouver  a number  of 
store*  would  be  opened  with  on*, 
also  In  the  Oriental  quarter.’  It  was 
further  stated  In  tha  alleged  interview 
that  the  meeting  occupied  th*  en- 
tire morning,  tm  board  oonferting 
with  th*  Attorney-General.

C.P.R.  TO  OPERATE 
PEACE  RIVER  RAILWAY 


EDMONTON,  Mu  !>.— Follc-lnr 
a con  fere  no*  between  Premier  Stew- 
art. of  Alberta,  and  Vloe-Presldcnt  D. 
C.  Coleman,  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway,  today,  the  railway  company 
will  submit  to  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment an  agreement  proposing  that 
the  C.P.R.  win  operate  th*  proposed 
extension  of  the  Canada  Central  Rail- 
way westward  twenty-five  miles  from 
the  town  of  Pence  River,  provided 
that  tha  Province  constructed  th*  ex- 
tension. 

After  th*  Interview,  Premier  Stew- 
art stated  that  tha  C.P.R.  offUilals  had 
offered  to  enter  Into  an  operating 
agreement  on  this  line  on  praclcally 
the  same  terms  as  now  apply  on  th* 
operation  of  the  Edmonton,  Dunve- 
gan  and  British  Columbia  system,  of 
which  th*  proposed  extension  would 
form  a part. 

Mr.  Coleman,  on  behalf  of  th* 
railway  company,  undertook  to  pre- 
pare the  agreement  along  tb*  lines 
proposed  by  the  company,  and  sub- 
mit It  to  the  Government  later.  At 
the  lest  aeaelon  of  th*  LegUlatur* 
authority  waa  given  th*  Government 
to  rale*  MOO, 0*9  for  this  work.

The  Morning  Poet  was  alone  In  dts^ 
aentlng  from  the  Premier's  deolara- 
tione,  and  in  an  editorial  bearing  th4 
CAption.  *‘8mashing  the  Entente.**  the 
newspaper  maintained  He  aptsgonlsra 
against  Premier  Lloyd  Oeorge’s  stand, 
which  it  declared  to  be  "fantasUe 
and  absurd.'* 

The  manner  in  which  the  Premier's 
atetement  of  last  Friday  was  received 
by  tha  French  press  was  generally 
crlUolsed,  The  Telegraph  repudiating 
acouaatlons  that  Mr.  Lloyd  Oeoive 
expressed  dlatrust  of  France  or  hint- 
ed iSt  an  Anglo-Fenoh  estrangement. 

^^e  newspaper  called  such  Impll- 
oetlone  by  French  writers  "very  fool- 
Uh,'*  and  declared  the  British  people 
would  support  Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorge  In 
Instating  that  eSttlemeat  of  the  Sil- 
esian question  must  be  along  the  lines 
laid  down  by  the  Treaty  of  Versailles.

PARIS,  May  I*. — Deolaratlons  made 
regarding  Poland,  Silesia,  by  Prime 
Minister  Lloyd  Oeorge  caused  oonsid- 
erable  irritation  to  French  oears- 
pspers.  There  was  little  comment  on 
the  Premier’s  words  this  morning, 
but  what  there  waa  seemed  severe. 
"Partlnax,**  the  political  editor  of 
The  Echo  de  Parle,  said  regarding 
the  statement  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George: 

“Please  give  os  even  less,  if  pos- 
sible, than  you  did  In  the  last  epeeeh 
before  the  House  of  Commons.  The 
affair  Is  too  grave  hsnoeforth  to  be 
treated  as  politics.  Th^  Is  no  get- 
ting away  from  one  feet — the  En- 
tente Cordials  la  at  stake.** 

The  view  taken  by  Pertlnax  wee 
Bomewhet  severe,  and  was  not  shared 
by  the  majority  of  comnMatAtora, 
who  tended,' rather,  to  distinguish 
Mr.  Lloyd  Georg#  from  Great  Britain. 
Thus  The  Figaro  deelared: 

“The  truth  til  that  Mr.  Ll^d 
Oeorge  has,  like  all  great  demooTiUa 
tendencies  toamrd  deepoHsm.  He  feels 
that  realetanee  may  come  from  the 
aide  of  France  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Supreme  CounoiL  and  even  befora 
the  dIscuaNon  la  opened  be  raise e his 
voice  to  establish  the  fast  that  he 
must  always  be  right.  The  mlats  on 
the  horison  are  thicker  than  usual,* 
he  seya,  and  l,e  adds  that  unity  be- 
tween the  Allies  te  more  neceaaary 
than  ever.  This  ie  undoubtedly  true, 
but  there  is  nothing  to  prove  that 
France  should  again  stand  the  ex- 
pense of  that  unity.** 


LONDON,  May  IK^Prline  Mlnlater 
Lloyd  Oeorge*a  separate  unofficial 
coDvereatlona  with  the  coal  miners 
have  led  to  nothing  definite  so  far  and 
even  the  names  of  those  who  inter- 
viewed the  Premier  have  net  been 
divulged.  It  la  slated,  however,  that 
progTsae  has  been  made  toward  clear- 
ing the  way  for  an  acknowledged  con- 
tereace  between  the  mine  owners  and 
the  men.  The  Premier  is  determined 
that  open  negotiations  only  will  be 
renewed  when  the  way  is  reasonably 
clear  to  a eettlement. 

There  is  no  longer  even  a pre- 
tence that  the  leaders  of  the  miners 
ere  unanimous  in  insisting  on  a na- 
tional profits  pool,  but  it  is  equally 
notable  that  public  opinion  remains 
far  from  wholeheartedly  condemning 
the  mlnera.  The  exeoutlvea  of  |)»e 
'transport  workers  and  tha  railway- 
men’s  union  have  Jointly  reaffirmed 
their  decleloa  that  members  of  theee 
organisations  shall  continue  to  refrain 
from  handling  Imported  or  “blackleg** 
coaL  This,  however,  is  hardly  likely 
Uy  affect  the  existing  position  ma- 
terially.

Tha  lntar>Munlclpai  Commlttaa, 
oomprlaing  mambara  of  tha  City 
Council  and  tba  municipal  oounciia 
of  Saanich,  Elaquimalt  and  Oak  Bay, 
adoptad  an  agraamant  yaatarday  af- 
ternoon aattlng  forth  tha  condltlona 
under  which  tha  proposed  new 
municipal  eamatary  will  ba  a^abllah- 
and  maintained.  Tha  commlttaa 
voted  that  91(0,000  ahould  ba  tha 
majclmum  amount  to  ba  raiaad  by  tba 
munlcipaittlas  for  cemetery  purpoaaa. 

Municipal  Clerk  Hector  B.  Cowper, 
of  Saanich,  who  originated  the  draft 
from  which  the  Municipal  Cemeterlaa 
Act  waa  prepared  at  the  laat  aeaalon 
of  the  Lagislature,  and  who  alao  draw 
up  the  agreement  subject  to  approval 
of  City  Solicitor  H.  S.  Pringle  and 
Municipal  Solicitor  Harold  Robert- 
•on.  of  Saanich,  urged  the  committee 
to  limit  the  area  of  the  new  cemetery 
to  forty  acres.  Ha  claimed  that  if 
tha  area  wax  larger  than  this  the 
coat  of  tha  gravaa  would  have  to  ba 
increased. 

Mr.  Cowper  baaed  hia  argument  on 
*ha  tact  that  tha  loan  which  would 
be  obtained  for  cemetery  financing 
waa  of  tha  thirty-year  variety,  and  ba 
claimed  that  this  ahould  ba  taken  as 
rn  assumption  that  tha  loan  would  ba 
paid  oft  during  tha  Ufa  of  tha  work. 
It  was  therefore  hla  contention  that 
a cemetery  alts  should  ba  chosen  that 
would  meat  tha  needs  of  Victoria  for 
thirty  yaara.  He  computed  that,  un- 
leas  aomathing  unforeseen  happened, 
thirty  ares  would  last  Victoria  and 
tha  adjacent  munlclpalitlea  for  ap- 
proximately thirty  yeara.  In  order  to 
give  a safe  margin  ha  suggested  forty 
acres  ax  a maximum,  and  held  'that 
If  the  area  waa  ax  much  ax  fifty 
acres  a substantial  Increase  in  tha 
Mtst  at  gravaa  would  have  to  ba  made 
— an  eventuality  that  should  ba 
guarded  against. 

Board  to  Decide 

Tha  choice  of  a eamatary,  however, 
will  be  left  entirely  in  the  handa  of 
tha  board  of  trustees  that  will  short- 
ly ba  appointed,  if  the  a^eament 
adoptad  by  the  Inter-Munlcipal  Com- 
mittee la  approved  by  the  respective 
munlcli>al  councils. 

That  tha  question  of  cemetery  slten 
was  still  entirely  open  and  that  no 
decision  had  yet  bean  arrived  at,  waa 
made  clear  by  members  of  tha  com- 
mittee, and  It  la  probable  that  when 
the  cemetery  board  la  appointed  )t 
will  receive  propositions  from  many 
quartera 

Mr.  C.  Hiram  Babcock,  who  haa 
been  active  during  the  past  two  years 
In  sn  effort  to  organise  a private 
cemetery  project,  attended  the  session 
of  the  committee,  but  hla  letter,  out- 
lining two  new  proposals  to  the  com- 
mittee, was  not  dealt  with. 

Repreeentatives  of  many  publib. 
ecml-publlc  and  church  and  fraternal 
organisations  attended  tbe  meeting 
and  advanced  suggestions,  but  Jn  the 
majority  of  cases  they  were  told  that 
the  board  of  trustees  alone  had  Jur- 
iadlotlon  in  the  matters  discussed.

"A  fair.  Just,  modeet  man.  humble, 
but  unafraid." 

The  outstanding  attributoe  of  Pres- 
ident Harding,  Mr. ' Harvey  said,  are 
breadth  of  vision,  greatnese  of  heart, 
fidelity  to  hla  race  no  leee  than  to 
his  clan,  and  no  more  to  hla  family 
than  to  his  ancestry,  drawn  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.  He 
declared  these  were  sufficient  rea- 
Bone  why  Mr.  Harding  felt  that 
friendtineaa  and  goodwill  should  exist 
always  between  the  great  EngllsM- 
epeaklng  natiorui  and  why  he  now 
pledges  unfaltering  co-operation  In 
achieving  that  aspiration.

"I  came  here  destitute  ol  the  tra- 
ditional weapons  of  diplomacy,  but 
fully  equipped  with  the  same  candor, 
franknasa.  stralghtforwardneas.  sln- 
ceiily  and  consideration  which  have 
characterised,  to  a marked  degree, 
the  utterances  of  all  your  chief  of- 
ficers of  state  with  whom  1 have 
come  In  contact. 

"Aa  your  ambassador  went  to 
Washington  aa  sn  unalloyed  Briton. 

I come  to  London  ax  an  unalloyod 
American."

I Crltlclem  of  the  preaent  Provtn- 
I elal  admlniatmtlon  baaed  upon  what 
he  declared  to  have  been  but  a few  of 
the  “acandale"  which  have  arlaen 
etaioe  the  Liberal  party  came  Into  of- 
fice. waa  voiced  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Bow- 
aer,  Conaervatlva  leader,  at  a meet- 
ing of  membere  of  the  Conaervattve 
Aaeoclation  held  laat  nlghta  In  the 
Conaervattve  Club  quarters  to  In- 
augurate further  organisation  and. 
eepeclally,  to  arrange  for  organisation 
on  the  former  ward  system. 

The  recent  purchase  by  the  Liquor 
Control  Board  of  the  Campbell  ware- 
houeC  In  Vanoouver'for  1150.000  cash, 
whsn  the  assessed  value  of  building 
and  lands  is  but  ItS.yoo.  and  the 
consequent  handing  over  to  Mr.  C.  B. 
Campbell,  prominent  LibergI  sup- 
porter. of^  cool  1100.000;  the  gravel 
pit  scandal  whereby  one,  Perrin, 
pocketed  a dear  $46,000  which,  testi- 
mony at  the  Inquiry  now  under  way 
stated,  was  to  have  been  spilt  among 
members  of  the  Vancouver  Sewerage 
Hoard,  which  approved  of  the  pur- 
chase, and  the  South  Okanagan  land 
settlement  purchase.  In  which  some- 
one secured  a commission  of  $40,000, 
wsre  some  of  the  Incidents  .upon 
which  the  Conservative  leader  based 
his  criticisms. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Dunford.  president  of  the 
sseoclation,  occupied  the  chair.  There 
was  a large  attendance  of  membera. 

Declaring  that  there  was  never  a 
Qovernment  which  bad  displayed 
such  blundering  and  Incompetency, 
and  never  a time  when  the  people 
of  the  Province  needs(f  to  be  more 
alert  to  their  Interests,  Mr.  Dowser 
referred  to  wbst  he  termed  a num- 
ber of  scandals,  which  Indicated  as 
nothing  else  could  the  methods  of  the 
present  administration.  There  was 
that  gravel  pit  transaction  brought  up 
by  himself  In  the  last  election  cam- 
paign, and  again  at  the  recent  aeaalon 
of  the  Deglalature.  In  which  Perrin, 
auditor  for  the  Municipality  of  South 
Vancouver,  had  aecured  an  option  on 
I the  property  for  one  dollar^  and  later 
turned  over  to  the  Vancouver  Joint 
Sewerage  Board  for  $75,0oo,  or  $45.- 
000  more  than  be  bad  paid  for  it. 
Acting  upon  the  evidence  submitted 
by  him  (Mr.  Bowser)  the  Premier 
hsd  agreed  that  ^an  investigation 
should  be  held,  and  one  is  now  In 
course  of  progress. 

Cutting  a ,*'lfek>n’’ 

Mr.  Bowser  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
the  commissioner  named  by  the  Gov- 
ernment Is  an  official  of  that  Gov- 
ernment and  subject  to  Us  Influence. 
He  referred  to  the  evidence  given  at 
the  hearing  last  week  in  Vancouver 
wherein  one.  White,  had  sworn  that 
Perrin  had  stated  to  him  and  one,  Ho- 
Crogor,  that  $6,000  of  the  $45,000  was 
' to  go  to  Mr.  Glllcaple,  Government 
Commissioner  for  South  Vancouver; 
i $6,000  to  Mayor  Gale,  though  the  lat- 
ter was  cut  out  because  he  failed  to 
be  preeent  at  the  meeting  at  which 
the  board’s  purchase  was  ratified,  jind 
some  $$3,000  waa  to  be  split  fifty-fifty 
betiyeen  Perrin  and  Staple#,  chairmAli 
of  the  SOwerage  DoUrd. 

"If  the  Government  does  ita  duty 
It  will  dismiss  that  whole  board,  but 
you  can  depend  upon  It  the  members 
of  the  board  will  not  be  so  treated, 
because  they  are  all  too  close  political- 
ly to  the  Government,"  aseerted  Mr. 
Bowser,  who  stated  that  already  the 
Sewerage  Board  has  sunk  $100,^00 
into  the  gravel  pit  propoeitlon  and 
not  u barrtlCul  of  gravgl  has  been 
secured,  though  It  had  opportunity 
to  purchase  gravel  at  a low  rate  from 
other  source#. 

‘"rhen  we  have  the  potato  scandal," 
said  Mr.  Bowssr,  who  referred  to  a 
recent  disclosure  In  the  Vancouver 
prese  covering  the  activities  of  one 
Kdgett,  a pew-mate  of  Mr.  A.  B. 
Duckworth,  general  manager  of  the 
P.  Q.  K.  Railway,  the  Government- 
owned  line.  Edgett,  Mr.  Bowser 
said,  had  apparently  formed  the 
bright  Idea  of  a deal  in  potatoes  lie 
had  been  on  a trip  to  tjie  Llllooet 
section  with  Mr.  Duckworth  and  saw 
opportunity  of  buying  up  large  quan- 
tities of  the  tubers  which  the  farm- 
ers were  unable  to  dlspoee  of  owing 
tb  the  high  freight  rates  on  the  Gov- 
ernment road.  Mr.  Edgett  had  ae- 
cured some  flfty  tons,  and  then  Mr. 
Duckworth  Induced  the  Premier  to 
cut  the  freight  rates  in  half.  Edgett 
thereupon  had  his  potato  purchase 
enhanced  by  t^t  amount,  and  when 
dealers  In  Vancouver  sought  to  pur- 
chase the  product  It  was  found  Edgett 
had  corralled  the  supply.  It  was  true, 
Mr.  Bowser  said,  that  Duckworth  de- 
nied there  was  any  arrangement  be- 
tween himself  and  Edgett.  but  It  was 
to  be  noted,  he  said,  that  on  April 
16  Buckworth  and  Edgett  made  a 
trip  to  Dlllooet.  and  it  was  peculiar 
that  the  freight  rates  hsd  been  sud- 
denly cut  from  $7.66  per  ton  to  on%- 
half  that  figure  on  the  l$th.  The 
net  result  of  the  whole  incident  was 
that  Edgett  had  been  enabled  to 
pocket  eeveral  thousands. 

"That  sort  of  thing  Is  going  on 
right  along.  Tou  can  rest  assured 
the  Government  Is  going  to  go  the 
limit  during  this,  ita  laat  term.  Keep 
your  eye  on  the  liquor  administration, 
too,"  stated  the  Conservative  leader.

A meeting  entirely  In  sympathy 
with  tha  oetabitahment  of  technloal 
education  facilltiea  in  Victoria  was 
held  laat  night  at  tha  High  School 
under  the  auaploes  of  the  Women’s 
Canadian  Club  and  the  Women’s  Uni- 
veraity  Club,  Mias  Creaaa  presiding. 
She  explained  at  tha  outset  that 
thinga  that  are  nearest  to  os  ars  oftan 
least  undarstood,  therefore  this  meet- 
ing bad  been  called  to  consider  the 
question  of  technical  education, 
which  waa  not  really  properly  defined 
in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  public. 
Domestic  scienoa  and  manual  training 
wera.  she  pointad  out.  often  confused 
with  tho  aubject  under  dtoeoaelon.  the 
difference  between  which  would  be 
explained  by  Mr.  George  W.  Lister, 
principal  of  tha  teohliical  acheol  mt 
Vancouvar. 

Mr.  Lister,  la  the  course  of  hie  ad- 
dress. differentiated  between  techni- 
cal education  and  tachnlcal  Inatrve- 
tlon.  Bducatioa  brought  out  the 
germ  of  ability  in  tha  pupil;  children 
muat  be  trained  for  tha  work  ' for 
Which  they  were  beat  flitod.  On  the 
other  hand,  education  should  not  be' 
purely  technical,  purely  elaaaloal.  nor 
purely  commeretaL  It  should  be  suf- 
ftaieatly  varied  te  fit  people  for  ear- 
tain  versatility  of  occupation.  In 
Vanoeuvur  at  the  taehnieat  soheel 
thsy  were  rounding  out  a negleetad 
branch  of  edocatlon.  Mathematlao  ta 
the  aeademls  maa  waa  only  s splen- 
did subjset  for  mental  training,  but 
the  aaane  subject  to  a technical  anan 
waa  a neeansary  taol  with  which  ta 
work,  aa  well  aa  an  aaoellant  subjeal 
for  mental  tralaing.

After  that  meet- 
ing Is  held  It  la  planned  that  the  ex- 
ecutives of  the  Veterans  ehell  attend 
a joint  meeting  of  the  executlvse  of 
the  other  ex-eervice  organisations  and 
pool  views  end  plans  on  the  matter. 
Subsequent  to  that  It  U likely  that  a 
referendum  will  be  takeiu  by  the 
members  of  the  warlous  organisations 
in  the  city. 

One  of  the  strong  Ideas  put  forward 
In  the  discussion  last  evsning  was  that 
union  would  get  the  ex-service  men 
away  from  the  present  impossible 
position,  and  enable  them  to  present 
a united  front  ts  the  Government  on 
the  subject  of  unemployment,  treat- 
ment of  disabled  veterans,  widows, 
and  BO  forth,  and  attain  wanted  re- 
sults.
